GENERAL REMARKS AND STATEMENTS. 



This Eighth Annual Keporfc on this subject in this State is based upon 
returns received by the Secretary of State from the clerks of the several 
counties, under substantially the same law as has existed from the beginning 
in this State ; and the compilation is under the immediate direction of the same 
person who has compiled all the preceding reports, except the first two ; the 
compiler acting at first as a committee from the State Medical Society, in 
accordance with section 5 of act 125, laws of 1869, and later as Superintendent 
of Vital Statistics in accordance with section 10 of act 81, laws of 1873. The 
first law, approved March 37, 1867, did not differ much from the present one, 
approved in 1869, except that under the first law the statistics of births and 
deaths were enumerated and returned for the year ending the day before the 
first Monday in April, whereas now (and since the Fiist Annual Keport) the 
births and deaths are enumerated which occurred during the calendar year — 
ending December 31 — preceding the year in which they are placed upon record. 
Certainly it was awkward to compile statistics which were not for a calendar 
year but for a year ending on a day not fixed in April; but the first law had 
the merit of attempting to place upon record the important facts relating to 
births and deaths at a time about as early as was possible and not begin until 
after the close of the year in which they occurred, while under the present law 
about one-third of the year has passed after the latest births and deaths which 
are included in the enumeration occurred, before an attempt is made to place 
the facts upon record. It might be expected that under this system many of 
the births and deaths would be omitted ; this is no longer matter of conjec- 
ture, however, it having been proved that a large proportion of the births, and 
a still larger proportion of the deaths, are omitted in the enumeration, because 
of the time which elapses after their occurrence before they are placed upon 
record. Some of the evidence of this is given in preceding Reports, and in 
this, as in former Reports, efforts are made to estimate from those returned 
the numbers of births and deaths which occurred. At the time the law was 
passed it was not generally known that this method of enumerating the birtha 
and deaths after the close of the year would fail of securing so largo a propor- 
tion as has been found to be the case ; but one of the most important facts in 
this connection is that the omissions are not uniform throughout the year, but 
a greater proportion of both births and deaths are omitted of those which 
occur in the first part of the year, because the time which elapses before their 
enumeration is so much longer than follows the occurrence of births and 
deaths near the close of the year. This unequal representation of the several 
months interferes with comparing by mouths, and seriously hinders the study

of the caiiBcs of deaths, which ia one of the most inipovtnnt uses of tho statia- 
tica. This may serve to eliow how importaut it is, in orJer to secare more 
accurate and valuable etatistics, to have the facts placed tipon record at or 
near the time the births aud deaths occur — hefore relatives or frieiuls of the 
deceased more away or the facta are forgotten. It ia greatly to be hoped that 
the legislature will soon amend the law in this particular. 

The moat iaiportant part of this Report is that which relates to the causes 
of deaths, for in the knowledge of the causes of deaths is our hope for their 
prevention. For thta purpose, however, we usually need to know more than 
the name of tho disease which ended in death; we want to know all the essen- 
tial facts relative to each death, such as the age and sex of the person, the 
month in which the death occurred, the meteorological cduditiooe which pie- 
vailed at the time, etc., in order to learn the age of greatest liability to dealh 
from each disease, the ses of the person most in danger therefrom, the occupa- 
tion which involves most danger, tho atmospheric conditions to be avoided, etc. 
As may bo seen from the latter part of this volume, which treats of this subject, 
considerable progress has already been made ia such studies in this State. 

The valnc of the evidences collected in these statistics increases greatly as 
the observations are multiplied by the additions made year by year, — what 
may be simply incidental iu the first Report gains additional interest if the 
evidence iu a subsequent Report confirms it, and may become an established 
law aft<.>r observations for a loug series of years have shown it to be a general 
trath: or a generally accepted opinion may, by similar statistical means, be 
found to have no foundation in fact. In tlie opinion of the compiler, illustra- 
tions of both these propositions are to be found in the Reports on Vital Statis- 
tics of Michigan already published, and many propositions are undergoing 
^'laminatiou, which, each year, approach nearer a decision of the questions 
involved. 

In the study of, and editorial work upon, the Vital Statistics of Michigan in 
18"4, the compiler has been greatly aided by the completeness of the work of 
those in the State Department wlio have performed the labor of compiling, 
according to his plans, the numerous tables, exhibits, etc., which go to make 
the statistical part of this volume. This work has been done with great 
I, and with such correctnesa of plan and accuracy of detail as can only be 
ied by those who have had considerable experience with statistics of pre- 
ceding years. In this connection the compiler desires especially to mention 
the very efficient services of Mr. Louis Ue Lamarter, whose long eiperience 
with this work euables him to guard against many errors which would creep 
ill uulesa some experienced person watched closely all the details ; ho has given 
much patient study, and eiercised painstaking care to make the tables, exhib- 
its, and diagrams as perfect as possible, and he has greatly aided the compiler 
iu comparing aud statiug the results. The compiler also acknowledges efficient 
Did rendered in some parts of tho work by Mr. A. L. Glenson, of tho office of 
"M State Board of Health. 

In Bubiuitting this volume to the many who from time to time may seek 

I pages for evidence on the innumerable ciuestions which arise in connection 
with the vilal subjects with which it has to do, the hope of the compiler is 
slroDg that it may aid progress in efforts for the prevention of sickness, the 
{irolongation of life, and the general amelioration of the condition of mankind.

Exhibit A contains, for each of the years 1868-1874, the number of Mar- 
riages, Births, and Deaths in Michigan, and the Excess of Births over Deaths, 
according to the returns ; also, for the years 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, the 
number of Births and Deaths, and excess of Births over Deaths, when they 
are corrected for omissions in the enumeration. The greatest excess of births 
over deaths as returned was in 1873, when the natural increase of population 
ivas 20,350 ; but the greatest excess when the births and deaths are corrected 
for omissions was in 1874. This last showing is to be taken with some caution, 
because the correction is based upon certain hypotheses, and because of the 
many circumstances which may modify the accuracy of the method of correc- 
tion. An imperfect and defective law yields statistics which need some 
correction, and the method adopted by the compiler is the best known to him.

Exhibit B is similar to that in previous Reports, with the data for 1874 ad- 
ded. The natural daily increase of population in 1874, according to the re- 
tnrns of births and deaths, is smaller than in 1873, but greater than in the 
previous years; when the births and deaths are corrected for omissions in the 
ennmeration, the natural daily increase is greater in 1874 than in any previ- 
ous year. 

The exhibit is a condensed account of many important relations, — between 
the births, marriages, and deaths, respectively, and the inhabitants of the 
State, of each sex, — between the births and the deaths, — of one sex to the 
other, as relates to births and to deaths, etc.

Some interesting comparisons may be made from Table I, which shows the 
average number of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, and excess of births over 
deaths for certain specified periods of time during the year 1874. On an 
average, 51.10 more births than deaths occurred on each day of the year 1874, 
according to the returns; and when the returns are corrected for omissions in 
the enumeration, it appears that there were 97.95 more children born every 
day than there were persons who died.

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Exhibit E is a new one, given to show certain details which one would not 
expect under a law which is supposed to provide for the enumeration of births 
and deaths only which actually occur in this State. It may be supposed that 
the parents of the children and some member of the family of the decedents 
enumerated in Exhibit resided in Michigan at the time the supervisor or 
assessor made the assessment. Perhaps in an equal number of cases, births or 
deaths which actually occurred in Michigan failed to be returned because the 
parents or relatives had removed from the State during the year, more or less^ 
which elapsed thereafter before the visit of the supervisor or assessor. 



BIRTHS. 



The tables compiled iu the State Department, from the returns of births by 
the county clerka, ahon that 31,151 children were retaroed, by aiiperviaors 
and aaseBBors, as having been boni in Michigan in 1874, a decrease of 3,45? 
from the number returned for 1873. With the exception of 1873, however, 
the iinmber of birtha rettiroed for 1874 is cousiderably larger than for any 
previons year, Tlie year 1873 aeems to have been very excGptional in the large 
number of births returned, and probably also in those vrhich occurred. 

It was stated iu the report for 1873 that, according to the system of correc- 
tion for omissions in the enumeration used by the compiler, the number of 
births returned for 1873 should be increased by about 30.38 per ceut. in order 
to equal the number of children which were actually born; according to this 
a&me system, the number of births returned for 1874 should be increased by 
about 79.37 per cent, in order to equal the number of children born iu Mich- 
igan iu 1874. This pet ceut. is probably too large, and the 30.38 per cent. 
employed for the births in 1873 was probably too amall, for the following 
reasons: 

The manner of learning the number and proportion of births omitted for 
the month of January (from which the corrections for the other months arc 
reached), is to compare the number returued for January with those returned 
for the preceding month of December, and then increaae the number for Jan- 
uary so that it shall bear the same relation to the uumber returned for the last 
preceding month, as was found, by a study of theee statistics in connection 
with the statistics of the last U. S. Cenaua, to be the probable true relation of 
the uumber for December and January, after making allowance for diffei'euce 
in time elapsing between the occurrence aud the enumeration of the births. 
So loug as the birth-rate continues about the same, year after year, the appli- 
cation of this system of correction seems to be practicable; hut when, as iu 
1873, the birth-rate is unusually increased, this system of correction tends to 
make the numbers as corrected too small, and when the birth-vute is actually 
much decreased, t!ie tendency is to make the per cent, of correction too large. 
Other influences being the aame, an unusually large birth-rate in any given 
year, will probably be followed in the next year by a smaller than aver:^ 
birth-rate, hecanse au iinusoully large proportion of women will then have 
been, and still be nursing children, and consequently not so liable to become 
pregnant. It is probable that very many more births actually occurred in 1873 
than in 1874, and that therefore the per cent, of increase for 1874, estimated 
~ wording to the usual plan, is too large, because it is bused upon au iissumed 
Hon between the uumbersfor December, 1873, and Junutiry, 1874. 
I, The following tabular exhibit shows what per cent, of the births which proh- 
Uy occurred were returned, also the per ceut. by which the number of births 
mod mast be increased to c^iual the nninbcr which probsihly occurred, for 
'Mifliti, 1£73, aud 1874, and the average loi ihefoiu y«iU8,j

According to the foregoing tabular exhibit, the average per cent, of births 
added as a correction for omissions in enumeration for the four years 1871-1874 
is 51.63; and if we increase the number of births returned for 1874 by this 
51.63 per cent, we obtain 47,234, which is probably a nearer approximation 
to the number of births which actually occurred in 1874 than would be the 
number obtained by increasing the births returned by 79.37 per cent, as would 
be done by strictly adhering to the plan of correction heretofore employed. 

The average numbers of births for certain periods of time, including those 
in unknown month, as returned and as corrected for omissions in the enumer- 
ation are as follows :

Although 51.63 per cent, is probably nearer the actual per cent, by which 
the births should be increased for 1874 than is 79.37 per cent., in all the fol- 
lowing statements of the per cent, of increase for omissions in the enumeration 
the same system is used as in previous Beports, and which for the births in 
1874 increases them by 79.37 per cent.

Table I. is the same as for previous years, with the addition of data for 
1874. As is the case with each of the preceding years except 1871, the largest 
number of births is returned for the quarter of the year ending with September, 
the next largest for the quarter ending with December. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the table states the facts of the births as returned, and 
that the number of births omitted in the enumeration is greatest in the earlier 
months of the year.

Table III. enables us to study the relatiou between the number of births 
returned and the number of marriages returned as having been solemnized in 
the months in which the conceptions of tiie births probably occurred. The 
proposition is made that wore than an average number of conceptions occurred 
in months when more than an average number of marriages were solemnized, 
and let^s than an average number of conceptions occurred in months when less 
than an average number of marriages were solemnized. To this proposition 
there are six exceptions in the table for each of the years IS?*^, 1873, and 1874, 
and the conception months of January, February, and March are exceptional 
in each of these years. The subject is studied further in exhibit E, in Births, 
immediately following, and also in Diagram No. 1, in the first part of this 
Volume, relating to Births, Marriages, and Deaths.

For each of ibo years 1S7U-1874, t)ie birth-rate was greatest umong the 
Indiana, and leaat aniong the African ruce (" Black and Mulatto"); and for 
each of the ubove-ini'ntioned years the proportion of female children \raa 
grcati'St among the Indians, and Llio proportion of males was greati'sl among 
tlio African laco. Apparently tbese are instuncca of large birtb-rat<.'S coinci* 
dent with n large projHntion of fcmaU children, and amall birth-ratca coinci- 
dent with a large ]irii]>urtionof male children ; and aucli coincidences have beea 
found by the compiler to be moat frequent. ]f it is true that the women exer- 
cise more control than do llic men over the increase or decrease of the birth- 
rate, then the foi'cgoing luay be evidence that increased vigor, or at least 
villingncss to bear children, on the part of the women leads to an increased 
proportion of female children. It seeina to be a well-eatablished fact in vital 
statistics that the proportion of females is much greater among illcgitimato 
children than among children born in wedlock. \Vlicthcr or not the willing- 
I1CB8, ill either of the two cases just mentioned, extends to the bearing of 
children is a (|uestion not profitably discnsaed liere, thongh knowledge 
of the conditions which determine the sex of children is of acknowledged 
importance. 

There were 13" births relnnied for 1874 without the atatement of the color 
of the children being given. 'I'liia is a innch larger number than should be 
tJiua ie,H>rted, and a little eSort on the part of a few persons would have 
grvittly rcilucml the number compilod as unknown color; for instance, by 
Inrniiig to Table VI,. it may be seen that 110 of the 137 births returned 
without the color being a[X!Cifiod are lepnried from counties as follows: Ionia 
&'i, Montcalm 15. Muskegon 36. Lty rererring to the retnrna, we lind that 32 
nf the 50 in Ionia county were returned from Oilcans township, and 'ifi from 
Orango township; the 16 from Montcalm county were from Kver^rcen towu- 
ahip: and lhe3ti frjni Muskegon county were from "Mu-kegon." It these 
fttw oniccrs ho-l made |>ro)>er returns of the color, the number compiled as of 

ikautrii color would have been reduced from 137 to 27.

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Table VI. furnishes data for profitable study of the birtli-rate in tlie different 
conoties of the State. As in previous Reports, wo make four propositions con- 
cerning tlie births in the several counties, as follows ; 1, greater thau averags 
birth-rate, more than average proportion of males; 2, greater than average 
birth-rate, less than avero^s proportion of males; 3, less than average birth- 
rate, less than average proportion of males; 4, less than, average birth-rate, 
more than average proportion of males. Thi-ee counties had the average pro- 
portion of males, with greater than average birth-rate ; and of the remaining 
68 conntiea for which a statement ia made, the Gret proposition is true of 19 
counties, the second is trne of 15 counties, the third is true of 16 countiei, 
and the fourth is true of 18 counties. Tiie proposition that a greater thaa 
average birth-rate is attended with less than average proportion of male chil- 
di'en, and vice versa, holds trne in 34 ont of 6? counties in 1671, 3? out of 68 
connties in 1872, 26 ont of 69 conntiea in 1873, and in 33 out of 68 oonntiea ia 
1874. It will be seen, therefore, that this proposition holds true as a rule in 
oulj 1871 and 1872, while for the year 1873 the opposite proposition holds trae 
as a rule, vix. : greater than average birth-rate is attended with more than ave^ 
age proportion of male children, and vice versa; this proposition holds trne in 
41 out of G9 counties in 1873 ; and in 35 out of 71 counties in 1874, so that iu 
1874 there is no rule shown, although this last proposition holds trne more than 
any other. 

BIIlTU-RA.Te OF SA.TIVE AKD OP 70BE1QM-B0RN IKUABITANTS. 

Exhibit H shows the birth-rate in Michigan in each of the years 1870-1874, 
according tu the rctunia, baaed upon the population June 1, ISiO, represented 
by returiia of births for the different years. Thia exhibit indicates that the 
bitth-rate among the foreign-born inhabitants is very much greater than among 
the native for each of the years 1870-1874; but it does not deal with the fact 
that of the foreign-born a much larger proportion than of the native inhab- 
itants are of the middle or cliild -bearing ages. Thia aubject may be studied in 
the Exhibits F, 1, K. and L, the last two lines in each giving evideaoe lieariiig 
npon it, and also iti Exhibit J, in which it is studied more directly.

Exhibit J contains data concerning the birth-rate among tho native and 
foreign-born inhabitants, aged 15 to 45 years — child-bearing ages. By this 
exhibit, and the similar ones for previous years, it is shown that, nsing for 
each year the number of inhabitants siiown by the census of 1870, the birth- 
rate among nil inhabitants and among native-born, at child-bearing ages, 
decreased from 1869 to 1872, in 1872 and 1873 it increased, and in 1874 it 
deci'eased again ; but among tho foi'eign-horn at those ages, the birth-rate has 
been constantly increasing from 18G9 to 1874, when it decreased again nearly 
in unison with the birth-rate of all nativities. 

It may also be seen from this exhibit that the birth-rate among foreign-bom 
women at child-bearing ages is nearly twice as great as among native-born 
women at the same ages, and the per cent, of foreign-born fathers to the 
native-born men aged 15 to 45 years is nearly as large in proportion to the 
native-born.

In the ** Sixth Registration Report" — ^Vital Statistics of Michigan, 1872 — 
on pages 54-55, the compiler made a quotation from ** Population, — Its Law 
of Increase," by Nathan Allen, M. D., LL. D., of Lowell, Mass., concerning 
the comparative number of children born of American and of forieign-born 
parents, as follows: **If we compare the number of children born by the 
strictly American, with that of the Irish, the Scotch, the English, and the 
German, the difference is surprising. We find the latter, both in Europe and 
in this country, have on an average two, if not three times as many as the 
former, even though both classes may live in the same locality and under the 
same general influences. Again, if we make the comparison between the 
present generation in New England and their ancestors living one hundred 
years ago, we find the number of children at that period averaged two or three 
times as many as in the same number of families at the present day." The 
compiler remarked that he did not know upon what evidence those statements 
rest. Since publishing that, however, the compiler has received from Dr. 
Allen the following: "As to the birth-rate in New England 50, 100, or 200 
years ago, we have no accurate statistics like the Registration Reports of the 
present day, but no one has taken so much pains to get at the true facts as 
myself; and the results published have not been disproved nor disputed here 
to any extent, to my knowledge." 

Dr. Allen also states that, in estimating the average number of children to 
each family, lie made use of the town records of four selected towns in Massa- 
chusetts, which records contained statistics of the number of families and the 
number of children born. ** Another mode, was genealogical records for 
several generations. We have many such records published in books and 
journals." 

The opinion of this eminent writer on this subject is valuable, he having 
devoted many years to the careful study of questions appertaining to social 
science and the laws of life. 
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:he Vitnl Statistics of Mtcliigati 1873, pages 55 to G8, tin cSort wus 
' ) show, from the rQtnms of births in this State, tlte average ultimata 
)er of children to each iromau aged fifteert to forty-fivo ycara; and a 
npHrisoti was attempted with some siaiilar statistica in other States and 
ODQUtriee. Tlie evidence in this State is qiiito meagre, and in last Report the 
subject was only mentioned, in connection with Exhibits I and J, which supply 
the basis for an estimate, as explained in the Ileport for 1872. In oi'dor to 
be able to ascertain with greater certainty the average nltimate nnmber of 
children to a mother we need to have facts stated in the returns which are 
not now called for under the law. In Ehode Island the returns show the 
"Number of the Child, of tlie Same Mother," and a study of the statistics in 
that State has yielded results of interest in this connection. 

EXHIBIT \.—Sh(ncing, for the CUy of Providence (!i. J.), the nmthtr of 
Mothers who bore their first, sccojid, third, etc., Child in 1878, the number 
of Children which each class of these Mothers would probably bear stibse- 
quently to 1878; the immler they had probably borne previously to 1978. 
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Exhibit 1 is a new one, planned to show the ultimate number of childrca 
to an average mother, based upon the statistics of the city of Providence 
(R. I.) for a single year. In Table V., page 9, of the ''Twenty-fourth Annual 
Beport upon the Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the City of Providence, for 
the year 1878," is stated the number of children borne by mothers who bore 
their first, second, third, etc., child in 1878; and using this as data, the 
exhibit is made. At the right of the zigzag line crossing the 18 columns are 
placed the numbers, in their proper columns, showing the number of children 
to be borne after 1878 (at the rate in 1878) by the mothers who bore children 
in 1878. These numbers are footed out to the right, and placed in the last 
column to show the number of children to be borne after 1878 by each class of 
mothers. The footing of this column shows the total number of children 
to be borne after 1878 by all the mothers who bore children in 1878 to be 6,937. 
At the left of the zigzag line are placed the numbers, in their proper columns, 
showing the number of children borne previously to 1878 (at the rate in 1878) 
by these same mothera who bore children in 1878. These numbers are footed 
out to the left, in the total column, to show the number of children borne 
previously to 1878 by each class of mothers. The footing of this column shows 
the total number of children borne previously to 1878 by these same mothers 
who bore children in 1878 to be 6,937; and the footing of the zigzag line 
through the several columns shows the number of children born in 1878 to be 
2^627. By adding together the number to be borne after 1878 (6,937), the 
number borne previously to 1878 (6,937), and the number borne in 1878 (2,627), 
we obtain the aggregate number of children which those mothers who bore 
children in 1878 will probably have borne in a life-time (16,501). The number 
of twin births among these children born in 1878 was 30; subtracting this 
number from the number of children born in 1878 (2,627) we obtain 2,597 
as the number of mothers who bore children in 1878. If 2,597 mothers will 
have borne 16,501 children in a life-time, the average ultimate number of 
children which an average mother will have borne in a life-time will be: 
16,501-^2,597=6.35. 

On pages 58 and 64, Vital Statistics of Michigan 1872, the compiler has 
expressed the view that the number of children uli-cady borne by the mothers 
in the community, multiplied by two will give the ultimate number of 
children to such mothers, because they may be supposed to be, on an average, 
one-half through child bearing. A closer study of the subject reveals a neces- 
sity for a slight modification of the statement. This may be stated in the form 
of a rule, as follows : — 

Eule for ascertaining the ultimate number of children to an average mother: 
Given statements for an average or representative year, — Multiply by two th$ 
number of children already borne by the mothers in a community who bore 
children during the year ; from this product subtract the number of children 
born in that year, and divide the remainder by the said number of mothers. 

The following is a general solution of the problem. Its correctness depends 
on the validity of the assumptions in the scries of propositions numbered ^'8."

By the following statement of the assnmptiona iti equation 8 above, it may 
perhaiM bo more readily seen what they are- Assuming the given year, or the 
average year to be a representative section of the entire body of mothers, it 
may be Euppoaed, — (1.) That of the di, women who in that year bore their 
firftt child, ni, will bear a eecond child ; in„ n thii-d ; m„ a fourth, and so on. 
(2.) That of the ui, women who in that year bore their second child, lUi will 
bear a third: m„ a fourth; ra„ a fifth; and eo on. (3.) That of the 
Bti women who in that year bore their third child, m, will bear a fourth, and bo 
on. Thus the mimber of children yet to be borne by the women of any class 
is eqnal to the utimber of women in all the higher clashes for that year, or the 
aiuaber of .women, bearing children in that year, each of whom has borne 
more than one woman of the given class. This solution assumes a woman 
tmring twins to be counted in two successive classes for the given year, the 
same hs if two separate births had occurred to her during the year; when the 
enumeration is not thus made, a person knowing bow it is made can modify 
the solution accordingly. 

More than a single year must be studied in order to reach any general conclu- 

■<■-. In Exhibit'^ the data for twenty years in Rhode Island are tabulated 

-Tich manner as to show the o.ipcctation, and the average nltimato number 
. i.hildren to a mother of each class, the mothers being cloi-siHed with refer- 
ciico to tlio number of children they have already borne. It will bo seen that, 
as an average statement, each woman who bears one child may be expected to 
bear three other children ; also that the average ultimate number of children, 
td all classes of mothers, is 5.01, wliich is a little less than is shown in the

uda twin children, and for reasons stated on page 63, Vital SStatistics of 
liigun, 1872, it is possible that the results shown iu Exhibit 2 may not bo

The influence of parent-nativity on the twin birth-rate may be studied in 
Table X., which shows that the largest proportion of pairs of twins was 
born of parents who were both native-born; but the twin birth-rate is 
greatest among the foreign-born. By Exhibit I. it may be seen that the pro- 
portion of foreign-born inhabitants in 1870, aged 15 to 45 years, was only 
30.25 per cent, of all inhabitants at those ages, and by Table X. it may be seen 
that the proportion of pairs of twins born of foreign-born parentage was 38.97, 
thus indicating the larger twin birth-rate among the foreign-born. There is 
farther and direct evidence on this subject in Exhibits 5 and M, on following 
pages.

Exbibit 5 shows, by nativity and color, for each of the yean 1871-1874^ 
what proportion of the total number of mothers bore twins. The largest pro- 
portion is shown for the year 1874, the next largest for 1872, the next for 
1873, and the smallest for 1871. Of the nativity, the largest proportion of 
twin-bearing mothers is shown for the foreign-born, for each of the yean 
1871-1874. This is in accordance with the statement on a previous page tiiat 
the twin birth-rate is greatest among the foreign-born. 

The evidence of this Exhibit also goes to show that, in 1874, among the 
Indians the proportion of twins is greatest, and among the African race the 
proportion is the same as among the white inhabitants.

Exhibit M coutains the same data concerning twins that Exhibit K con- 
tains concerning total births, and shows the twin birth-rate, by nativity, for 
each of the years 1870-1874, based upon the population in 1870 and the births 
of twins in each of the years 1870-1874. This exhibit famishes direct evidence 
of the great twin birth-rate among the foreign-born, and shows that for the 
five years embodied in the exhibit, the twin birth-rate among the foreign-born 
is from two to three times as large as among the native-born. 

By Table XI. it may be seen that about 52 per cent, of the twins born in 
Michigan in 1874 were born of parents who were natives of the same State or 
country.

1870-1874, the munber of triplet births for each year being : 1874, a ; 1H73, 3 ; 
1872, 5; 1871, 3; 1870, 4. Of the 6 triplet children in 1S74, 2 were iiialea, 
and 4 were females; of the 9 in 1873, > were DJiilea, and 2 were females; of 
the 15 in 1873, 3 were males, 9 were females, and of 3 the ses wus not 
reported; of the Bin 1871, 4 were males, and 5 were females; of the 12 in 
1870, 8 were males, and 4 were females. A majority of the fatliers of triplets 
wore men whose oecnpation iieccEsitates manual labor.

STILL-BIETIIS. 

The iinmber of still-births compiled for 1874 is considerably larger than for 
aoy previous year ; but for the first time the still-births in the returns of births 
for 1874 have been made to compare with those in the returns of deaths, aa 
they should, which has increased the number of still-births tabulated. This 
fact should be borne in mind in attempting any comparison of the number of 
still-births shown for the different years in Eshibit 6. 

Exhibit 7 is valuable in showing the influence of parent nativity upon the 
births of still-born children. The evidence in tins exhibit is that, as a rule, 
the foreign-born inhabitants produce the largest percentage of stilt-born chil- 
dren; and among the different races in 1874, the percentage of still-born 
children reported is greatest among the African race, and smallest among the 
Indians. The correction mentioned above docs not vitiate the comparieou of 
the ditTerent races, by years. 

In each of the years 1870-1874 there is a large excess of males among the 
ttill-boru children, the number of males to 100 females being ns follows: 
1870, 162.50; 1871, 1C3.96; 1872, 122.23.: 1873, 180.70; 1874, 149.14.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN. 

The number of illegitimate children returned as having been bom in Michi- 
gan in 1874 is larger than for any previous year except 1873. The number 
for each of the years 1868-1874, and the per cent, to all children born, are 
shown in Exhibit 8. The largest number and per cent, of illegitimate chil- 
dren are shown for 1873, the smallest number appears for 1868, and the 
smallest per cent, for 1869. 

Exhibit 9 contains data of the parent-nativity and color of illegitimate 
children returned for the yeais 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874. The per cent of 
mothers of illegitimates to all motliers is greatest among the foreign-bom 
mothers, for each year except 1872, when the per cent, is slightly greater 
among the native-born ; but in that year (1872) the per cent, of the unknown 
nativities is excessively largo, which may account for the exception in 1872 to 
what seems to be a rule. 

Among the different races, the per cent, of mothers of illegitimate children 
to all mothers, for each of the years 1871-1874, is greatest among the Indians^ 
and least among the white inhabitants, the per cent, among the latter being

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Tory small. In 1874, the per cent, among the Indians was 6.47, against only 
.729 per cent, among the white inhabitants. 

In every year except 1872, there was an excess of males among the illegiti- 
mate children, bat not so large an excess as among the still-born cliildron. 

Table XVI. shows the number by month and by parent-nativity, by sox, the 
largest namber appearing for the month of December, the smallest for August. 

Table XVII. is a valuable one, though it would be more valuable if the 
oensoB was nearer the time of the births. It shows, by sex, the illegitimate 
birth-rate among different races, for the year 1874. The largest per cent of 
illegitimate births to population appears for the Indians, the smallest for the 
white inhabitants. This is true of each of the years 1871, 1872, 1873, and 
1874, — the only years for which the statement is made. 

By Table XVIII. it may be seen that the nativity of more than four-flfths 
of the fathers of illegitimate children in 1874, was, as might be expected, not 
letamed, — about 17 out of 100 being enumerated.

Table XXIX. and Exhibit Q may be studied together with reference to the 
influence of marriage of persons of different sexes at different ages on the sex 
of the offspring. The evidence is the best available, and is probably valuable 
for comparison with other localities. It cannot^ however^ be considered con- 
clusive by itself^ because we cannot follow the marriages in any way to learn 
the results of those which were fruitful, and it is difficult to estimate whether 
or not the influence on the births is greatest, on an average, in the year fol- 
lowing the marriages, and especially as the women married in a single year 
are a small proportion of the married women who bear children in the 
succeeding year. It is believed, however, that the table and the exhibit are 
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well worthy of stady for other purposes. The reading of the exhibit may be 
facilitated by a little explanation. The average for the five years may bo read 
as follows : —

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MABRIAGES. 



There were 11,041 marriages reported to have been solemnized daring the 
year ending December 31, 1874. This is the largest number ever incladed in 
the first returns to this Department for any one year; but it is probable 
that this number does not include all the marriages that were solemnized in 
Michigan in 1874. The returns for every year include some marriages that 
were solemnized in previous years. It was stated in the last Beport that there 
would probably be some additions to the number there published, in subsequent 
returns ; and the returns for 1874 confirmed the statement, by 1,168 marriages 
in the returns for 1874 which were returned as having been solemnized in 1873, 
thus increasing the number of marriages returned for 1873 from 10,574 to 
11,742 (See Table XII., following). Judging from this, the number of 
marriages solemnized in Michigan in 1874 will be increased to over 12,000. 

The number of marriages returned to this Department subsequent to the 
original returns, for each of the years 1870-1873, is as follows: for 1870, 613 
marriages have been returned since the first compilation for that year; for 
1871, 376; for 1872, 655; and for 1873, 1,168. 

The average age of persons married in Michigan in 1874, according to the 
returns for that year, was as follows : 

Average Age of Males married in 1874 28.07 years. 

Average Age of Females married in 1874 21. 19 years. 

This is the first time such a showing has been made, and it is hoped that 
after a series of years something useful may be learned from it. 

The average number of marriages for each of certain specified periods of 
time, during the year 1874, including those in unknown month, is as follows: 

Average number per quarter 2, 760.25 

Average number per month 920.08 

Average number per week 212.33 

Average number per day 30.25 

Table I. enables one to study the proportion of marriages solemnized in 
different seasons of the year, and shows that the largest proportion were 
solemnized during the last quarter of the year, the next largest during the 
first quarter, the third largest during the third quarter, and the smallest 
during the second quarter of the year — the quarter ending with June. The 
additional number of marriages for 1874 which will doubtless be returned with 
those for 1875, will probably greatly increase the number and proportion 
solemnized during the last quarter, and will increase the number for the 
quarter ending with September so that the proportion for this third quarter 
will be next to that for the last quarter of the year. In Table I., the number 
for each year is corrected up to March 16, 1876, for additional returns. Table 
I. shows that, for each of the years 1868-1874, the largest proportion of the

November, and December.

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Table IV. shows the marriage-rate to be slightly greatest among the African 
race ("Black auil Mulatto"), and least among the Indiaua, though there are 
not in this respect great diSereticeB in the races. In atiidjiiig this table, 
reference may be made to E.Tbibit 9, and Table XVII., of Births, and 
remarks thereon, where it is shown that the illegitimate birth-rate is larger 
among the Indians than among any other race incladed in the tahnlation. 
For the year 1873, the marriage- rate vras also smaller among the Indians than 
among any other race included in the table; but in the corresponding table 
for each of the years 1870, 1871, and 1873, the marriage -rate appears slightly 
greater among the Indians than among the other races. In computing the 
marriage-rate, the compiler is obliged to use the population in ISTO, and the 
marriages in the respective years; and as the population may fluctnate, the 
rates as shown in the tables are not perfect. 

The table shows the marriage-rate to be greater among females than males ; 
it is greatest among all female inhabitants, and among the females of each 
color. 

In 1874, 34 persons are reported to have married those of another color.

Exhibit 1 is similar in plau to the one publiahed for 1873 for the firat ti 
and can only bo compared with the corresponding one for 1873. It is desifl 
to show the manner of nnion by natirities of persons married in Michigan 
1874. The first column at the left on the firat line shows that 6,613 native-V 
females married native-born males: the second coluniu ou the Grst line ahl 
that 816 foreign-bora females married native-born males ; the third columtfl 
the firat line shows that 83 females whose nativity was not stated mar^ 
native-born males; the fourth column shows that 7,512 females of all i 
tiea married native-born mules ; and the fifth or last column shows that 69| 
per cent, of all the females returned as having been married in 1874 mar^ 
native-born males. Thus, the second line, containing, from left to right, i 
foreign-born bridegrooms, is to be similarly read. 1 

The last colamn of this Exhibit shows that 68.04 per cent, of the femJ 
who were married in 1874, married native-born males, against 65.34 in 184 
30.71 percent, of all females married in 1874 married foreign-boru i 
against 33.49 in 1873 ; and 1.25 per cent, of all females married malefl 
unknown nativity in 1874, against 1,27 per cent, in 1873. The last line of d 
Exhibit shows that 72.31 per cent, of all the males who were returned 
having been married in 1874 married native-born females, againat 7O.60J| 
cent, in 1873; 25.73 per cent, of all the males married in 1874 mu 
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foreign-born females, agaiust 27.44 per cent. ial873; and 1.96 per cent, of 
all males married females of unknown nativity in 1874 against 1.87 per cent, 
in 1873. 

Another way of stating the teaching of this Exhibit is as follows : The last 
column shows that 68.04 per cent, of all bridegrooms in 1874 were native- 
hoTUf 30.71 per cent, were foreign-born, and 1.25 per cent, were of unknown 
nativity; the last line shows that 72.31 per cent, of all brides in 1874 were 
native-born, 25.73 per cent, were foreign-born, and 1.96 per cent, were of 
unknown nativity.

Table VI. contains data concerning the marriage-rate among tlie native and 
foreign-born inhabitants, and sliows the rate among the foreign-born to be 
Tery much greater than among the native-born ; but it should be borne in mind, 
(1), that this showing is based upon the number of persons returned as having 
been married in 1874 and the number of inhabitants in 1870; and (2), that 
the statement of the number of native-born inhabitants includes the children 
and youth, — persons not of marriageable ages, — while the foreign-born persons 
are principally of older ages. The first of these two facts may vitiate the 
statement of the marriage-rate^ the second certainly does, by greatly decreasing 
the statement of the marriage-rate among the native-born. 

In order to learn the actual marriage-rate, the number of marriages must 
be divided by the number of inhabitants at marriageable ages, at the time of 
the occurrence of the marriages; but as we were obliged to use the statement 
of the population in 1870 with the marriages in 1874, the nearest we can 
approach the actual marriage-rate for 1874 is that based uix)n the marriages 
in 1874 and the inhabitants in 1870 at marriageable ages — 15 years and over — 
as is done in the new Exhibit 2. By this Exhibit it appears that the marriage- 
rate among the native-born inhabitants was slightly greater than among the 
foreign-born, in 1874, and that it is greatest among the native-born females, 
and least among the foreign-born males. 

Exhibit 2 is a new one, publisiied this year for tiie first time, and shows, by 

13 
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nativity, by sex, tho number of inhabitants of Michigan in 1870, aged 15 yean 
and over, the number of persons married in 1874, and the per cent, of [icrsona 
married in 1874 to inhabitants in 1870, aged 15 years and over. It is a very 
instructive E.\liibit, us showing the marriagc-rato among pei'sons of different 
nativities, and differs from Exhibit G in that Exhibit 2 includes the number 
of inhabitants aged 45 years and over, and of unknown ages, whereas Exhibit 
G excludes both. 

Exhibit G shows, by nativity, by sex, the number of inhabitants of Michi- 
gan, in 1870, aged 15 to 45 years, the number of ^lersuns married in 1874, and 
the per cent, of persons married to inhabitants. It may be seen that the 
marriage-rate among all nativities appears .07 per cent, greater in this Exhibit 
than in Exhibit 2, among the native-born, .94 per cent, greater, and among 
the foreign-born, .07 per cent, greater; that is, including in the statement of 
the marriage-rate the inhabitants aged over 45 years increases the statement 
for the foreign-born more than for the native-born. Exhibit 2 is much more 
satisfactory than Exiiibit G or Table VI., as showing tho marriage-rate in 
1874, because in Exhibit 2 are included the inhabitants at all inarria£:eable 
ages^ approximately.

The largest number and proportion of males and of females married in 1874 
were aged 2 i to 25 years, as shown by Table VII. 

The highest marriage- rate for males in 1874 was for those at the ages of 21 
to 25 years ; and for females the highest rate was for those aged 19 years, for 
1873 and 1874. The second highest marriage-rate for males was at tlie ages of 
25 to 30 years, and for females at the age of 18 years. More than one-third of 
the males, and over one-fourth of the females married in IS 74 were aged 21 
to 25 years.

The mimbor of persons returned us having been married in Michigim, in 
1874, under the ago of tirouty-ono years, is shown in Table IX., by counties 
and by sex. By this tublo it apjieai's that 5,046 pereuus were married in 1871, 
nnder the age of 31 vcurs, against 5,539 in 1S73, 5,286 in 1S7:J, 5,425 in 1871, 
and 4,9U5 in 1870. 

Tiil)1e IX. alec shows the number of persons who were married under tlie 
lawful age, accoi-ding to the returns. By this table and the corresponding ones 
for previous years, it appeal's that in 1874 there were 4 boys and 151 girls mar- 
ried who were under tlie lawful age ; in 1873 there were 3 boys and 124 girls ; in 
1872, 5 boys and 148 girls; in 1871, 9 boys and 150 girls; and in 187U there 
were 3 boys and IIC girls wlio were married before reaching the lawful age for 
marriage, which is ciglitecn years for mules, and sixteen years for females.

MABBIAGES-.RATE IN DIFFERENT CJOUNTIUKS. 
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IT D. — Ntimher of Inhabiimtts to one Marriage^ as stated for IHffernnt 
pi Countries, the United States^ and some of t/to States of t/ie union, 
tatements for Michigan include only the Inhafntants of Counties repre' 
hy Returns of Marriages. 
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The retarns of deaths for the year 1874 show that 12,500 peraoDS died 
Michigau during the year. This is 1,758 leas than were roturoed for 1873, | 
leBS than wore returned for 1872, 2,772 more than for 1871, 1,734 n 
for 1870, 3,355 more than for 1869, and 4,265 more than were 
for 1868. 

Applying the method of oorrectiou, used iu previous R<3ports, for omis 
in the eaumeration becauso of the long time elapsing between the occurrence 
of the deaths and the enumeration, it is found that it is necessary to increase 
the nnmber of deaths returned for 1874 by about 60.94 per cent, in order to 
obtain the number of deaths which probably occurred, according to that evi- 
dence. According to similar methods, the per cent, of increase for 1873 w*s 
42.67; forl872 theper cent. wa8 57.94; for 1S71 the per cent, was £1.98. It 
thus appears that the per cent, necessary to be added for 1871 was greater 
than for 1874, but for 187:& and 1873 the per cent, was less than for 1874. 
The per cent, for 1874 was very mnch greater than for 1S73 ; that is, jadglng 
from tliis system of correction, there were many more deaths omitted in the 
enumeration for 1S74 than for 1873. On page 1 of this Report a similar 
fact was mentioned in regard to births, viz. : that the per cent, necessary to 
increase the number returned in order to equal the number which probably 
occurred ia very mnch greater for 1874 than for 1873, There is not. so macfi 
difference, however, between the per cent, necessary to increase the deaths for 
1873 and for 1874, as between the per cent, necessary to increase the births 
for the same years. The average annual per cent. o£ increase requirea by this 
correction for the four years 1871-1874 was 55.88, which is not very mnch 
different from that shown for the year 1874. It is probable that the aduti 
death-rate was less iu 1874 than in 1873, and that the number shown by our 
system of correction as probably having occurred in 1874 ia too largo, becana 
based upon an assumed relation between the numbers for December, 1873, » 
January, 1874, whereas any unusual death-rate in either of those i 
might vitiate the correction based upon them. Using the average annaald 
cent, for the four years 1871-1874 (55.88) we obtain 19,485 as the prol^ 
number of deaths which actually occurred in 1874, — only 633 less thaiu 
number found by using the average annual per cent, according to ExhiU

Table I. showB tiie number and per cent, of deaths, by quarters, for each of 
the years 1 869-1874:. The largest number and proportion of deaths are i-eturned 
for the quarter ending with September, for each year exhibited in tho table, 
the next largest being for the quarter ending with Docomber; but this loat 
showing is probably caused by the fact that leas time elapHOS between the 
occnrreoce and the enumeration of the deaths during the lost quarter of tho 
year than elapaea between the occurrence and the enumeration of the deaths 
in the fore part of the year; for, if wo refer to Exhibit C, following, we find 
that, when the deaths are corrected for omiasionB in the euumoratiotk caused 
by the time elapsing between their oocurrence and their enumeration, the 
greateit proportion is shown for the quarter ending with September, and the 
next greatest for the quarter ending with June, instead of l>eoember, Bl in 
Table I.

An exhibit on tho plan of Exhibit G, page 129, was pablished for the first time 
in the Beport for 1873. It is valuable in showing the inflaence of the season of 
the year upon the mortality among persons in different periods of life. The 
teaching of this exhibit for 1874 is that, of the decedents under one year of age, 
the largest proportion (15.50 per cent.) died in Angnst, and that tlie per cent, of 
decedents under one year of age to decedents at all ages was greater (87.61) in

greatest danger is in October; to persona aged twenty to fifty yeara, the 
greatest danger is in December; and to i>ersons aged over fifty years, the 
greatest danger is in April. The Bt>ecific diseases or causes of deaths from 
which the danger is iu each of those cases, may he learned from tables further 
on in this Report.

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INFANT UORTALITY. 

Tiie first lines in Exhibita F and Q, and in Tables IV., V,, and VI., on pro- 
ceding pages, supply interesting data on this important eubjcct, us do iilsg 
Exhibits 2, 3, 4, and 5, iind Table VIII., following tbis. 

In the compilation of still-births for each ot the years previons to 1874, those 
in the returns of births ^rere compiled with the other tabulation for births, and 
those in the returns of deaths were compiled with the other tabulation for 
deaths; and the number in the retarns for births was different from that iu 
the retoruB of deaths, in each year; but for this compilation, for 187-1, the 
still-births in the retarna of births have been compared with those in the 
retnnis of deaths, and in tlie tables on this subject in that part relating to 
births and in that relating to deaths, the still-birtlis correspond by number and 
by sex, as may bo seen by comparing Table XV., of births, page C'-J, with 
Exhibit 2, below. Tliis has increased the number of still-birtbs compiled for 
1874, becanse some ai-e returned among the deaths that were not returned 
among the births, and vice versa, so that in any comparison of the different 
years for which data are shown in Exhibit 2, these facts should be borne in 
mind. The showing for the year 1874, liowever, is much more reliable, as pre- 
sentiDg the number of still-births which were returned for 1874, in the combined 
returns of blrtbs and deaths. 

According to the returns, in 1874, 3,71 per cent, of the donths and 1.49 per 
cent, of the births in Michigan were of still-born children.

CAUSES OF DEATH. 

The same classification was used in the compilation of the deaths in Michi- 
gan in 1874 as has been heretofore used in this State; and a comparison of the 
classes for the different years is therefore instructive. This comparison is 
facilitated by the use of Table XIV.» which is similar to the corresponding 
tables for previous years, and shows, for each of the years 1869-1874, the 
number and per cent, of total deaths returned as having occurred from each 
class of causes of death. An examination of Table XIY. shows that the pro- 
portion of deaths from causes included in Glass I. — ^Zymotic Diseases — ^is less 
in 1874 than in any previous year. Cholera Infantum, Diarrhea, Diphtheria, 
Dysentery, Typhoid Fever, Scarlet Fever, and possibly one or two other causes 
of death, are the controlling diseases of this class, and a decrease of the pro- 
portion of deaths from this class of causes would naturally be attended with a 
similar decrease in the proportion of deaths of children among whom these 
diseases are principally fatal. Such a decrease is noticed, as it was stated in 
our remarks upon Table IV., page 125, that the proportion of deaths of per- 
sons under five years of age was less in 1874 than in any previous year except 
1871, in which year the per cent, was slightly smaller than in 1874 ; it may 
also be seen in Table XIV. that in this exceptional year, 1871, the proportion 
of deaths from Zymotic Diseases was less than any other year except 1874, and 
the nearest to 1874 of any of the other years. The largest proportion of deaths 
in 1874 was from causes included in Glass III. —Local Diseases — being 29.58 
per cent, of the deaths from all causes; this is a larger proportion from this 
class than for any previous year except 1873 ; the particular diseases included 
in this class may be seen by turning to the table of diseases classified, on a 
following page. Inflammation of the lungs and 'Mung disease" contributed 
largely to the increased death-rate from Glass III. in 1874. The proportion 
of deaths from causes included in Glass II. — Gonstitutional Diseases — is less 
in 1874 than in 1869, 1870, or 1871, and more than in 1872 or 1873 : the 
proportion from Glass IV. — Developmental Diseases — and Glass V. — Violent 
Deaths — is greater in 1874 than in any year except 1871 ; and the proportion 
from Unknown and Unclassified is greater in 1874 than in any year except 1869.

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Exhibit 7 bIiows. by montiiB of the year 1874, the number of Oeaths returned 
Bfl having occurred from all cauees, and from each clasB of causes, aud is valu- 
able in showing the seasonal variations of mortality from the different claases 
of canscs of death in Michigan. The data contained in this exhibit are graph- 
ically represented in Diagram No. 4, opposite this page, which facilitates the 
study of this subject. 

The great rise in April of the line roprcsontiug deaths from all causes is 
mainly due to Class III. — T^ocal Diseases — and the rise in August and tieptem- 
ber of the line representing all canses is mainly due to Class I. — Zymotic 
Diseases — although the line for Class HI. rises somewhat in those mouths. 
Classes II., IV,, and V. are quite uniform throughout the year, each one 
ebowing a general gradual rise from January to December. This is probably 
dne to tbe more complete and thorough enumeration of the deaths for each 
month approaching the end of the year, as the time which has elapsed between 
the occurrence aud tbe enumeration of tlie deaths diminishes. From this 
diagram it will be seen at a glance that the mortality in Michigan in 1874 was 
largely governed by the Zymotic and Local diseases. Excluding the unknown 
and unctoesified, 68. GO per cent, of the deaths iu August and September com- 
bined were caused by zymotic and local diseases; and of the deaths iu April, 
excluding tlio unknown and unclassified, 46. IG per cent, were caused by local 
diseases alone. Further on it will be seen that, of the local diseases, pneumonia 
was unusually fatal in April, 1874, as shown by Diagram No. y; and the 
meteorological conditions with wliich this fatality was associated were a low 
temperature — as shown by Diagram No. 6, nuusually dry air — as shown by 
Diagram No. 7, very high pressure of the atmosphere — shown by Diagram No. 
9, and a very considerable excess of ozone — shown by a manuscript diagram 
lued for study, but not published in this Report.

Tabic XV. contains data concjiniiri the deatli-iMie in Mioiii'j-a!! i'j 1874, by 
geographical divisions, based npon the population in 187U and tlie deaths 
returned for 1874, also concerning the proportion of reported deaths in 1874 
from all causes, and from eacli class of causes, by geographical divisions. 

The largest death-rate is shown for the northern division, the smallest for 
the southern-central ; but the northern division was so sparsely settled in 1870 
that any results of calculations based upon the population in 1870 and the 
deaths in 1874 are not fairly comparable with those for the old-settled parts of 
the State, because the population of those i)ortions of the State which were 
thinly settled has changed greatly. 

The largest proportion of deaths from Zymotic diseases appears for the 
north-eastern division of the State, the smallest for the northern; the largest 
proportion from Constitutional diseases was in the southern-central division, 
the smallest in the north-eastern ; the largest proportion from Locail diseases 
was in the northern division, the smallest in tlie north-eastern; the largest 
proportion from Developmental diseases was in the northern division, the 
smallest in the south-western ; the largest proportion from Violent deaths was 
in the north-eastern division, the smallest in the north-western ; and the 
largest proportion from the unknown and unclassified diseases was in the Bay 
and Eastern division, the smallest in the north-eastern. Nearly one-quarter 
of the deaths in the Bay and Eastern division were from unknown and unclas- 
sified causes, which does not speak well for the intelligence in that part of 
the State. »

Exhibit R is published for the purpose of showing the specific sources of 
danger to people, from accidents. There were 182 deaths returned as hanng 
been caused in 1874 by various casualties, very many of which might probably 
have been avoided by the exercise of that caution which should be caused by 
a knowledge of the danger. This exhibit is published in the hope that, having 
learned the special sources of danger, people may guard against them, and 
thus decrease the number of deaths from '* Casualty." 

Of the deaths compiled as Casualty in 1874, 24 were returned as having 
been caused by shooting. Though not definitely stated in all cases, it thus 
appears probable that the careless use of fire-arms in one year caused the 
death of 24 persons. 

A careful examination of this exhibit is recommended to all readers la order 
to warn them of the nature of the dangers of death from what are called 
'^accidental'' causes, but which are in many cases preventable by means of 
intelligent caution.

Exhibit 9 contains data concerning saicides in Michigan in 1874. There 
were 53 deaths returned from suicide, — 31 males and 22 females. Of the 
different occupations, the largest number is shown for those who were reported 
to be farmers; of the different nativities, the largest number were born in 
Michigan ; and of the means used, the largest number of those specified was 
hanging. Poison and hanging seem to be the means most generally used by 
suicides. 

The number of suicidal deaths returned for 1874 is greater than for any 
previous year, the order of the years, those having the greatest number firsts 
being: 1874, 53 deaths from suicide; 1871, 40; 1873, 39; 1872, 35; 1870, 
34; 1869» 23. The greatest proportion of males is shown for 1873, the 
smallest for 1874.

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Table XVIIL shows the number and proportion of deaths returned as having 
occurred from each of fifteen principal causes of death in Michigan in 1874. 
The proportion of deaths from Consumption was nearly twioe as large as from 
any other cause in 1874, and in 1873 and 1872 the relative proportion was still 
greater. More than half of the deaths returned as having occurred in 1874 
were charged to fifteen causes, as is the case with each of the years 1870-^1872; 
but in 1873 the proportion was a little less than half. The per cent, of deaths 
from fifteen principal causes to deaths from all causes, for each of the years 
1870-1874, is as follows: 1870, 56.85; 1871, 52.64; 1872, 50.63; 1873, 48.67; 
1874, 52.23 per cent. Twelve of the fifteen causes specified in table XVIIL are 
in the corresponding table for 1873, and thirteen of those in the table for 1873 
would appear in 1874 were it not that in 1874 one was crowded out by the still- 
births being included in the list, whereas in previous years they were left out 

The still-bom decedents are included in this table, grouped as in that condi- 
tion, not as deaths due to a single cause any more than are those reported as 
having occurred from old age. If the number of still-born children in this 
State in each year ranks so high among the principal causes of death (being 
fourth in rank in 1874), an exhibition of that fact may lead to special study of 
the causes of that condition, which may result in some definite and useful knowl- 
edge on the subject. Table XVIIL may be compared with Exhibit 8, page 178.

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The ton specified causes of death tabulated in Tables XIX. and XX. are 
studied in the corresponding tables for each year. Of the ten diseases, typhoid 
fever ranks the highest, and measles the lowest, in 1874. Gonsamption and 
pneumonia are two important diseases not included in these tables, because so 
thoroughly studied, each in connection with the other, further on. Of the other 
diseases mentioned in Tables XIX. and XX., those not farther studied in con- 
nection with meteorological conditions or with other diseases are here noticed 
in alphabetical order; those which receive further study ore considered as 
nearly as is practicable in alphabetical order after the tables and exhibits 
relating to meteorological conditions.* 

Cancer, — ^The number of deaths returned as halving been caused by cancer 
in 1874 was 188, — 84 males and 104 females. The largest number was 
returned as having occurred in December, and of the different ages, the num- 
ber between the ages of forty-five and fifty is the lowest. Of the 188 deaths 
from cancer, the location of the disease was stated in only 94 cases,-— only 
half the number of deaths from cancer. There were 49 cases of cancer of the 
stomach, — more than one-quarter of all the deaths from cancer; and 13 cases 
of cancer of the breast. It is to be regretted that so many of the cancers are 
unspecified as to parts of body affected. Exhibit S shows the number, by 
sex, by part of body affected, as stated in the returns. For each of the years 
1869-1870, there were more deaths of females than of males from cancer; 
and in 1874 there were more deaths from this disease than in any previous 
year, according to the returns.

CAUSES OF DEATHS. 883 

Cephalitis. — In 1874, SCI deaths were caused by Cephalitis, according to tbe 
rettUDB, 144 of wbicu were of males, and 117 of females. This is 8.09 per 
cent, of the deatlis from all causes, and is less than tbe namber retai'ned for 
if^Ttior 1873, and more than the number returned for the other years. Ie 

' h year except 1870, there is an excess of male decedents from this diaeaie. 
>.' largest proportion of tbe deaths occurred in September, the smallest in 

.bruary. August, September, and October are the only mouths in which 
iliere was more than the monthly average proportion of deaths from (Jephali- 
tis. Of al! the deaths from this disease in 1874, 68.20 per cent, were of per- 
sons under five years of age. 

Meaahs. — There wore 46 deaths from Measles returned for the Year 1874, 
which is .37 \)et cent, of the deaths from all causes, — a smaller proportion 
than for any previous year. This disease ia 1874 was most prevalent in June, 
^0.09 percent, of the deaths from measles having occurred in that month; 
and 67.39 per cent, ot the decedents from this disease were nnder five years of 
age. Since 1869 the proportion of deaths front Measles has been constantly 
increasing with each year up to 1874, when it dropped down below any ol the 
years 1870-1873. 

Whooping-covgh. — The number of deaths returned as having been caused by 
Whoopiug-cough in 1874 was 153, which is just half aa many as were returned 
fur 1873. The number of decedents from this disease in 1874 is 1.22 per cent. 
of decedents from all causes; in 1873 and in 1872, the number was 1.44 per 
cent, of tbe total deaths. Tbe largest proportion in 1874 occurred in August, 
the least in February ; and 95.42 per cent, were of persona under five years of 
age. There was only one decedent from this disoaae in 1874 reported to have 
been over ten years of age. There was an excess of males in 1672 and 1873, 
but in the other years the excess was ot females. 

UBTEOBO LOGIC J.L CONDITIOXS, AND THEIB BEL1TI0N3 TO DEATHS. 

In this, as iu preceding Beports, tbe meteorological conditiona to which the 
most study is given are those observed at the State Agricultural College, near 
Lansing; because for this station we can secure the record of a more complete 
and continnona series of observations than at other points, and especially 
because it is near the center oC the thickly-settled portion of the State, and 
therefore more nearly than other stations representative of the conditiona 
wbich prevailed where the greatest proportion of tbe deaths iu Michigan 
oooorred. 

lo tbe last three Reports the most important meteorological ilata have been 
printed in tables iu connection with staCemeuts relative to deaths from the 
different diseases being studied, and the few tables on meteorology alone have 
been placed near the close of the volume. In this Report the relations of 
deaths to meteorological conditions are more comprehensively studied, and 
it seems better to place tbe general meteorological tables preceding the 
special studies, so that reference may the more easily be made to them iu the 
special study of any given disease. Accordingly Tables XXX., XXXI., and 
XXXII. appear iu this part of the Report, but iheir numbers remain tbe same 
as in preceding Reports in order to avoid liability to errors iu rcrorouccB. 
Exhibits ID, 11, and 12 are new ones, planned for this Report. 

Exhibit 10, page 3C4, permits a comparison of the temperature in 1874, 
uud iu each month of the year 1874, with the temperature in each of the 
ycurs, and in each month of the yeai-s, 18ii3 to 1874, inclusive, and with (he 
average temperature for each month during the ten years, 1885-74. 



1 
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Diagram No. 6, page 265, renders easy comparisons of temperature in eacb 
month of 1874, with that in any month during the years 1871 to 1874, inclu- 
sive, and also with the average temperature, for any given month, during the- 
ten years ending with 1874. For 1874, the high temperature in January and 
the low temperature in April are quite noticeable. 

Exhibit 11, page 268, makes possible a comparison of the absolute humid- 
ity of the atmosphere in 1874 and in each month of the year 1874, with the 
humidity in each of the years, and in each month of the years 1865 to 1874^ 
inclusive, and also with the average humidity for each month during the ten 
years, 1865-74. 

Diagram No. 7, page 269, pictures to the eye the comparative humidity of 
the atmosphere in each month of the year 1874, and exhibits at a glance the 
relations of the different years, and of the several months in the years 1871 to- 
1874, inclusive, as also the relation of each month to the average for that month 
during the ten years ending with 1874, so far as relates to absolute humidity 
of the atmosphere. For 1874, the comparative dryness of the air in April, 
and especially in July and August, is very noticeable.

Tables XXX., XXXL, aud XXXII. hnvo for preceding yoars been printed 
in the back part of the Beport ; but as they bear on the mortality from differ- 
ent diseases, it is thought best to hare them precede the study of s|>ecial caases 
of death, so that references may more easily be made to them. 

Table XXX. is identical in plan with the correspond in g table for 1873, but 
Table XXXI. has been sonienbat changed from that for 1873. In obtaining 
tbe highest, lon-est, and range of the thermometer, itc used the registering 
thermometer, which i-ecords the actual maximum and minimum for each day 
in the year, and from these we obtain the range. In preceding Reports, we 
have nsed the three daily observations on the thermometer, — at 7 A. M., 2 P. 
M., and 9 P. M., — for obtaining the highest, lowest, and range, becanse the 
observations on the registering thermometer were not at hand for use. 

Besides this change, the last two colnmns have beoii added to the table, 
showing the greatest change in the temperature in 24 hours, us indicated by 
tbe registering thermometer. 

By this table it appears that the range of temperature at the Agrioultnral 
College, near lousing, Mich., in 1874 was 108 degrees; and that the greatest 
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change iu any one month occurred in May, when the inercnry stood as 
high as 9G, and as low as 21 degrees, making a range of 75 degrees. The 
greatest change in the temperature of any single day of twenty-four hours 
occurred on the eleventh day of September, when the thermometer registered 
as high as 95, and as low as 49 degrees, making a change of 46 degrees.

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Exhibit 12 ehows, by inotitlis, tho average atmosptioric presaare, ns indicated 
by the biirometcr for eLtcii of tLe yoara 1865-1874, aud the averc^cs for tea years 
eoding with 1874. The atoiospheric pressure as shown in this eihibit for each 
month of each year is twelve hundredths (.12) of an inch higher tliiin is shown 
in preceding reports for the several years, respectively, because of correction 
for iuBtramental error. A new barometer was obtained for observations in 
1875 at the Agricultural College, near Lansing, Mich., and it was fonud that 
the old barometer indicated twelve-hundredths C-l'^) oE an inch too low; and 
in making Exhibit 13 and Diagram No. 8, the attunal and monthly averages 
as published in the Reports of the Micliiguu Board of Agriculture for each 
year previous to 1875 were increased by twelve bundredtlis (.12) of an inch, 
hence the discrepancy ahown between E-ihibit 13 and Diagram No. 8, and the 
eeveral exhibits and tables heretofore published, showing tJie atmospheric 
pressure.

No. 8, opposita this page. The unusually high barometer iu the first four 
months of 1874 is noticeable, and especially so iu January and April, 1874.

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In preceding Eeports, and in this one, deaths from certain diseases are studied 
in their relations to the coincident conditions of the atmosphere, and it has 
been found that many of the diseases have important relations which it is quite 
probable may, in some diseases, be found to be causative. The relations of 
temperature, humidity, etc., to some of the leading diseases are so nearly oppo- 
site those to certain other diseases, that any study of the relations of deaths 
from all causes to climatic conditions in the State in different years, or even 
in different months of the same year, shows very little apparent inffaence, — 
only so much as the difference, if any there be, between the favorable and the 
unfavorable influences of the excessive heat, cold, or other couditiou upon the 
different diseases. To illustrate, it may be mentioned that though a very warm 
year or month may be the occasion of great mortality from diarrhea and from 
other of the warm-weather diseases, the deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, 
and other of the cold-weather diseases may be so few as that the death-rate as 
a whole is not very remarkable. The study of the subject of deaths from all 
causes by years, however, though difficult, is one of considerable interest. 
Even when confined to a single State it may yield valuable evidence as to the 
most favorable and unfavorable elements of the climate of the State ; and com- 
bined with similar evidence from States having different climates, it should 
teach us which, on the whole, is the one most favorable to human life. 
Because of the many difficulties of the subject, it has not heretofo)*e beeu 
undertaken, but a beginning is now made in this Report, Exhibits 13 and 14, 
pages 276 and 277, being new ones and on that subject. 

Croup. — The number of deaths returned as having been caused by Croup in 
1874 is 142, which is 1.14 per cent, of the deaths from all causes. The excess 
is of the males for each of the years 1870-1874. Nearly thirty per cent, of all 
the deaths returned from Croup in Michigan in 1874 were reported to have 
occurred in the two months of November and December. The smallest pro- 
portion occurred in June. As is the case in each year, a very large proportion 
of the decedents from Croup are under the age of five years, 84.51 per cent, of 
the deaths from this disease in 1874 being of persons under five years of age. 

In 1873, the per cent, of deaths from Croup to deaths from all causes was 
1.21, and in 1874 it was 1.14, — a decrease of .07 per cent. Croup prevails 
most extensively in the winter months; an examination of Exhibit 12 shows 
that the temperature of the winter months of 1874 was considerably higher 
than the average of those months for ten years ending with 1874, which indi- 
cates that a higher than average temperature in the cold season decreases the 
proportion of deaths from Croup. Tlien, an examination of Exhibit 13 shows 
that the absolute humidity of the winter months of 1874 was greater than the 
average of those mouths for ten years ending with 1874, which indicates that 
a greater than average humidity tends to decrease the proportion of deaths 
from Croup. Exhibit K, following, contains evidence which corroborates the 
above statements that Croup is most fatal in a cold, dry atmosphere. There 
are only two exceptions to the proposition that more than an average number 
of deaths from Croup occurred in months when the temperature was lower 
than the average, tiiose exceptions being in the months of April and October, 
as they were in 1873 ; and to the proposition that more than an average 
number of deaths from Croup occurred in months in which there was less than 
an average quantity of vapor inhaled, there was only one exception in 1874. 
that exception being in April, as it was in 1873. To the first proposition the 
exceptional months in 1873 were April, September, and October, and to the 
second proposition the exceptional months in 1873 were April and September. 
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EXHIBIT K. — Orolp, — Deaths relurmd as having occurred in Michigan from 
Croup, by Moidhs during Ihe Fear 1874, and some Meteorological Coiidilions 
exinting at the mme time. 
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Michigan, The calcaladona of Baogo of Teinperatare and Weights of Vapor 
have been made in this State Department. 

Croup and Diphtheria. — In coinbiDiug the deaths from Uronp and Diphthe- 
ria la one exhibit, as is done in Exhibit L, the meteorological conditions do 
not appear to be so closely related to the deaths as is shown in the exhibit of 
Croup and meteorological conditions. If we make the same propositions con- 
cerning Group and Diphtheria combined as we did for Group alone, in Exhibit 
K, we find that to the first proposition in Exhibit L there are five exceptioni 
for Croup and Diphtheria, against two for Group, and to the second proposition 
concerning Croup and Diphtheria, there arc four exceptional mouths, against 
only one for Group alone.

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Oiphlheria. — For the year 1874 there were 213 deiiths returned ns having 

I caused by Diphtheria, which is 1.70 per cent, of the deaths from ail 

i|4NUl«eB. The per cent, of doaths from Diphtheria to deaths from all causes has 
increased each year since 1870, the per cent, for each year being: 1870, 1.12 
per cent.; 1871, l.W; 1872, 1.44; 1873. 1.52; 1874, 1.70. In 1874, the 
largest proportion of deaclia from tliis disease occnrrud Ja September; and in 
only the last fonr months of the year was there as much as the monthly aver- 
se proportion. Over eighty-five per cent, of the deaths from Diphtheria in 
1874 were of |>orgou8 under 10 years of age. 

EXHIBIT M. — DiPHTHEBiA, — Deaths from DipMhcria relurned as having 
in Michigaji during the Year 1874, and some Meteorological Co-iuUtions 
txiding at the siima lime.

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which the temperature was less than the average, and vice versa, holds in only 
six of the twelve months; and the proposition that more than an average pro- 
portion of deaths occurred in months in which hss than an average quantity 
of vapor was inhaled, and vice versa, holds in only seven of the twelve months. 
By exhibit M, there seems to be a closer relation between Diphtheria and the 
day ozone than any other atmospheric condition, that relation being that 
Diphtheria prevails when there is less than the average ozone, and aice versa, 
only three of the twelve months being exceptional to this proposition. This 
relation, however, is quite likely to prove exceptional. The increase of deaths 
from this disease in September and throughout the last part of the year is so 
great as to indicate that the method of study employed in these exhibits is not 
so applicable to this disease as to some others, and to suggest the controlling 
influence of some method of spreading the disease not directly connected with 
meteorological conditions. It may be that the general opening of schools 
throughout the State about the first week in September was the cause of the 
remarkable increase of deaths from Diphtheria in that mouth and in succeeding 
months. 

Cerebrospinal Meningitis. — ^The number of deaths returned as having been 
caused by this disease in 1874 was 33; in 1873, 145; in 1872, 79; in 1871, 7; 
in 1870, 1. One-third of the number of decedents from this disease in 1874 
died in February and March.

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Typhoid Fever. — The returns of deaths for 1874 show that 4.88 per cent, of 
all decedents in 1874 died from typhoid fever. This is a larger per cent, 
than is shown for any previoas year except 1870, the order of the several years, 
those having the greatest per cent, first, being: 1870, 5.33 per cent.; 1874, 
4.88; 1873, 4.75; 1872, 4.64; 1871, 3.G7. Over one-fifth of all decedents 
from this disease in 1874 died in October, and over three-fifths of (he entire 
number for the year died during the last four months of the year. Of the 
different ages, the largest number of deaths from typhoid fever were of persons 
between the ages of fifteen and twenty years, the next largest number being of 
persons between the ages of twenty and twenty-five years. Typhoid fever is 
most prevalent, or proves most fatal, during the decade of life between the 
ages of fifteen and twenty-five years, nearly three-tenths of the decedents at 
all ages from this disease in 1874 having been of this period of life. It should 
be remembered, however, that the inhabitants at such ages outnumber those 
in any decade of ages older than that. 

Exhibit X. enables one to study the relation of typhoid fever in Michigan in 
1874 to the coincident meteorological conditions. In 1874, deaths from this 
disease seem to have been coincident more particularly with a small amount of 
ozone in the air, and with a high atmospheric pressure, as indicated by the 
barometer. To the proposition that the ozone was less than the average ia 
months in which more than the average number of deaths occurred, and vice 
versa, thore were three exceptions for the day ozone, and five for the night 
ozone; and there were only two exceptions to the proposition that a greater 
than average barometric pressure is attended with more than the average 
number of deaths from typhoid fever, and vice versa. An examination of the 
years 1872, 1873, and 1874 gives evidence of the truth of this proposition. 

A great range of the atmospheric pressure seems also to be coincident with 
increased mortality from typhoid fever. To the proposition that the monthly 
range of barometer was greater than the average when more than the average 
number of deaths from typhoid fever occurred, and vice versa, there were five 
exceptions in 1874, and four in 1873. A comparison of the years 1873 and 
1874 gives evidence of the truth of this proposition. The range of the 
barometer for the year 1873 was 1.307, and the proportion of deaths from 
typhoid fever was 4.75 per cent. ; the range of the barometer during the year 
1874 was 2.069, and the proportion of deaths from this disease was 4.88 per 
cent. ; that is, an increased range of barometer in 1874 over 1873 was at- 
tended with an increased proportion of deaths from typhoid fever. 

Diagram No. 8, page 272, indicates graphically the atmospheric pressure, by 
months, for the years 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, and the average for ten years 
ending with 1874. In each month except August and September, the line 
indicating the atmospheric pressure for 1874 is higher than the line indicating 
the average for ten years : and in August they are nearly the same ; and by 
referring to Exhibit 12, page 273, it may be seen that the annual average 
for 1874 is higher than for any previous year. By reference to Table XX. of 
deaths, in the Reports for the several years, and the remarks on typhoid fever 
at the top of this page, it may be. seen that the per cent, of deaths from 
typhoid fever to deaths from all causes was greater in 1874 than in any year 
except 1870, which suggests the infiucnce of the pressure of the atmosphere upon 
the mortality from typhoid f ever^ and corroborates the teaching of Exhibit X., 
pages 288-9.

'able XXI., page 395, is similar to the corresponding table for 1873, and 
ws, by geographical divisions of Michigan, tho number of deaths from 
Thea and from dysentery, and tlie per cent, of deaths from each to deaths 
n all causes. From diarrhea the largest per cent, appears for the north- 
ern division, the smallest for the southern central, 

f we divide the lovrer peninsula of the State into three vertical divisions, by 
ibiaing the ten divisions already used, thus forming what we may term tho 
tern, ceutnil, and eastern portions, and calculate the average proportion of 
Lha from diarrhea in each, we find that in the western portion of the lower 
iuBula the average proportion of deaths from diarrhea in 1874 vras 3-53 per 
t., in the central portion it was 1.94 per cent., and in the eastern, 10.10 per 
t. It appears, therefore, that the danger from this disease is least from 
th to south ihrongh the central portion of the lower peninsula, which has 
f little lake coast, and that the danger is greatest along the eastern portion, 
oh has a very large lake and river coast. Tlie water-coast of the upper 
Insula is gi-eattir than of either of the three divisions, but the proportion of 
bbe from diarrhea in the upper peninsula is less than in the eastern divis- 
; it also appears that the excess ot water-coast in the eastern division over 
b in the western division is not so great as tlie excess of tlie proportion of 
ths from diarrhea in the eastern division over tlie proportion in the western. 
!ss two facts are evidence that water-coast alone is not the only condition 
ch inSuences the prevalence of diarrhea. Prom considerations stated ou 
e 294, it seems probable that the cities of Detroit, Flint, and the Sagi- 
'8 are the causes of the excess of deaths from diarrhea in that part of the 
te, but none of these cities have sufficiently accurate and systematic mor- 
ty statistics to muke it possible to study the subject by such means. Tho 
are of the soil mny have some inSuence upon this disease, either direct, on 
BBut of iW chemical constituents, or indirect as relating to water-supply; 
it is to be hoped that the government will soon, by means of a sanitary 
ray of the State, furnish information on this important subject which shall

EXHIBIT IC. — DiXRRKEA..— Deaths in Michigan from Diarrhea in July 
and August of each of the Years 1869-1874, the Average for the St 
Years ending with 1874, and some Meteorological conditiona existtng at 
the same time, at (he Agricultural College, near tlte center of the thicHg- 
settled pari of the Slate. 
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It liiiB bcGii fomid that, in a general way. there is a very marked relation of 
the deaths from diarrhea to the tomt>eratiire, when the subject is studied for 
any single year; the deaths occur in the greatest proportion (hiring or immB- 
diately Bucceeding the hottest month in the year. If the evidence stopped 
liere it might still be believed that the relation of the weather to tlie deaths 
from diarrhea vras only an incidental and not a causative relation, the deaths 
being attributed to the fruit, green corn, etc.. so plentiful at that season of the 
year, or to some other snpposed cause; but the evidence in Exhibit ll>, page 393, 
showing the relations of nieteorologicul conditions to tlie deaths from diarrhea 
in the months of July and August for the six years, 1869-1874, seems to the 
compiler to be very strong, and to lead to the belief that, iu Michigan at 
least, the deaths from diarrhea are very closely related to the meteorological 
coaditions, and that there is a more or less direct oaasative relation between 
high tem[)eratnre and deaths from diarrhea. By referring to Exhibit 16. it 
will be seen that there is only one very slight exception to the proposition that 
the average temperature was higher than the average for July in the months 
of Jnly when more than the average number of deaths from diarrhea occurred, 
and the average temperature was lower than the average for July in the 
months of July when less than the average deaths from diarrhea ocenrred. 
The only exception to this pro|W)sition was in July, 1873, and was very slight 
indeed, and is easily accounted for by the fact that the average temperature 
for June, 1873, Wiis higher than the average June temperature in this State, 
and especially high near the close of the month, and it is evident that the 
deaths from diarrhea may follow their causes in such a maimer tliat a high 
temperature in one month is followed by an increased death-rate from diarrhea 
in the next following month. 

That the effects lag behind the high temperature, or are due to reactions 
from it, also seems to explain every one of the exceptions, noted in the same 
colnmn, relating to the month of Anguat. In 1869 the average temperature 
for August was very slightly higher than the average August temperature for 
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the six years 1869-1874, and the deaths in that August from diarrhea were 
less than the average number for August in tlie six years, but the average 
temperature in July, 1869, was considerably less than the average, and it is 
reasonable to believe that the favorable temperature in July overbalanced the 
slightly unfavorable temperature in August, and thus resulted a less than 
average number of deaths from diarrhea in August, 1869, In 1870 precisely 
the reverse of these conditions prevailed, and the unusual number of deaths 
from diarrhea in August, 1870, was probably duo to the very high temperature 
in July. The only other exception occurred in 1871, and it is explained in the 
same manner as the one in the year 1869. 

Taking into consideration all the facts we can learn concerning the condi- 
tions favorable to the occurrence of diarrhea, it seems certain that there are 
other causes than high temperature, notwithstanding the very close relations 
between high temperature and this disease. One important fact in this con- 
nection is the apparent greater prevalence of this disease in cities than in rural 
districts. Though it is possible this may be due to a higher body temperature 
in the city than in the country, it seems probable that it is somewhat connected 
with the comparative impurity of the air of cities and the absence of ozone. 
There is evidence that diarrhea may sometimes be caused by inhaling foal 
odors, and there are other meteorological conditions so closely connected with 
temperature that it cannot yet be assumed that a disease which, like diarrhea, 
is coincident with a high temperature, is entirely caused by (he high tempera- 
ture. When the temperature is high the ozone is generally deficient, and the 
wind is less than at other seasons of the yeir. Upon these two elements, wiud 
and ozone, depends, in great degree, the purity of the air. In cities the air is 
constantly receiving foul emanations, which should be as constantly replaced 
by fresh air; but in the absence of wind to change the air, and of ozone to de- 
stroy the decomposing organic material in the air, the atmosphere in a city is 
much more rapidly rendered dangerous to health than is that in the country. 

Dysentery. — The number of deaths returned as having been caused by dys- 
entery in Michigan in 1874 was 304, which is 2.43 per cent, of the deaths from 
all causes. The order of the years 1870-1874, those having the greatest pro- 
portion of deaths first, is identical with the order for diarrhea, as follows: 
1870, 3.46 per cent.; 1872, 3.41; 1874, 2.43; 1873, 2.20; 1871, 1.77. The 
largest proportion occurred in August, as was the case from diarrhea, 64.47 per 
cent, of all the deaths from this disease occurring in August and September, 
and 78.62 per cent, of the decedents from this disease were under five years or 
age. 

The largest proportion of deaths from dysentery was returned for the north- 
western division, and from the northern division there were none returned. If 
we divide the lower peninsula into three vertical divisions, as we suggested in 
our comments on diarrhea, — western, central, and eastern, — we find that the 
relation of the tliree divisions to each other, as regards proportion of deaths 
from dysentery, is similar to their relation as regai*ds proportion of deaths 
from diarrhea, — western portion, 4.80 per cent, of deaths from dysentery; 
central, 2.48 per cent. ; and eastern, 4.94 per cent.

Scarlet Fever. — During the year ISVi, 440 dcatba occarred iu &[ichigari from 
scarlet fever, according to tbe returns. This is 3.5i per cent, of deaths from 
all causes, and is the fourth cause in order of greatest proportional mortality 
in this State ia 1S74, although it ia fifth in order in Table XVIil. and Exhibit 
T, puges 'ibS and 259, owing to the fact that the number of still-births is 
greater than the uumber of deaths from scarlet fever. The largest proportion 
occurred in April, the smallest in iTulf ; and of the decedents at dlSdreut ages, 
83.41 per cent, were under five years old. 

Eibibit y furnishes an opportunity of studying the relation of scarlet fever 
to the coincident meteorological conditions. Tvro or three atmospheric condi- 
tions eeem to ha related to this disease, — temperature, vapor inhaled, and 
atmospheric ozone. To the proposition that more than an average number of 
deaths occurred in mouths when the temperature was lower than the average, 
and vice versa, there were four exceptions in ISH; and to the proposition that 
more than au average uumber of deaths occurred in months when less than au 
tverage quantity of vapor was inhaled, and m'd versa, there were five excep- 
'i'jiis in 1»74. In 1873. there was only one exception to the former proposi- 
' 'r,i, and only two to the latter; in ISli there were four excBptions to each 
i<i{Ki8ition. If these conditioua are, as the evidence indicates, iu some degree 
cauflati»B of ecurlet fever, it seems probable that tVie^ ata w i^mW-j X^t^Ma vei. 
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some waj they fuvor the introduction of tlio specific coatagiaui of the disease 
iiito the buDian body. It has been fonud thiit deaths from bronchitis and from 
some other diseases of the air possagea are more than usually frcqueut vchen 
the atmosphere is cold and dry, and tbere is an excess of ozone. There eecm 
to be good reasons for the belief thac tin intentional inoculation of the thront 
and air passages with the coutagium of scarlet fever is more likely to occur 
when the tbroat and air poBsages are irritated as they are believed to be somp- 
times by cold, dry, and highly ozonized air. 

EXHIBIT Y. — Scarlet Fever. — Deaths from Scarlet Fever returned as huv 
ing occurred in Michigan during the Year 1874, and some Meleorologicm 
Oondiliona existing at the snme time. (See Note on pages 279-280. J 
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Consumption. — This disease continues to bead the list of principal caasex "^ 
death in Michigan. Iii 1874, 1,393 deaths are reported to bavfi beea gbuki' 
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bj coDSUiuptioii, \Thioh is 11.14 per cetit. of deaths from all causes. The mor- 
bslity from this diBoase is qtiito iiLiifonii in this S'ate from year to year, tlie 
number in each year being: 18.2, 1.467; 1870, 1,451; 1873, 1,447; 1874, 
1,39a; 1871, 1,3U3; 18f>9, i,2:i3. Tlio proportion which the deaths from 
cousumplioii bear to all deaths, however, seems to have been decreasing from 
186S to 1874, tlio order of the years, those liaviiig the greatest proportion first, 
being: 18li9, 13.48 per cent. ; 1870, 13.47; 1871. 13.39; 1874, 11.14; 1873, 
10.9ti; 1873, 10,15, The largest proportion in 1874 was returued for Decem- 
ber, the smallest for Juiiiiary ; but it should bo borne in mind that probably a 
larger proportion of the deaths which occur is returned for the last than for 
the firet part of the year. There is an excess oC femiilea in each year. The 
decedents from this disease in 1874 between the ages of twenty and twenty-tive 
years outnumbered those of any other live-year period of age ; but it should be 
remembered that tlie inhabitants aged twenty to twenty-tive years outnumber 
those in any period of age older than that. This seems to bo one reason why 
the deaths are so numerous at those ages. Judging from the vital statistics in 
tbia State, the very general belief that the danger from consumption is less 
after the age of forty years is very far from the truth, the fact being that the 
per cent, of deaths to inhabitants increases rapidly after the age of fifty years. 
The reader who desires to study this subject further is respectfully referred to 
pages 314 and 315 of the Vital Statistics of Michigan, 1870, and especially to 
the diagram facing page 314, wherein may be seen tho relation of deaths of 
persona of each ses at each period of age to the inhabitants of the same sex 
Hud age. 

Exhibit N is made for the purpose of showing, by sex, the proportional 
namber of deaths from consumption, in 1874, in each month if equalized to 
nniform length. It also shows, by sex, the average monthly number of deaths 
from this disease. 

EXHIBIT N. — CoNStruPTiON. — Bi/ Sex, ihe Number of Deaths returned as 
having occurred in Michigan from Consumption during the Year 187 4, by 
Months Equalized to Uniform length of 30.44 days each; also the average 
Number per Month. (Deatlis in Unknown Month and of Persons of Un- 
known Sex Excluded.) 
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There are four exceptions in 1874 to the proposition that the temperature 
was higher than tiie average in months when more than the average number 
of deaths from consumption occurred, and vice versa; and to the proixisitiou 
that more than the average amount of vapur was inhaled in mouths when 
mora than the average number of deaths occuri'ed, and vice versa, tliere are 
five exceptions. The foregoing is the same us saying that in eight out of 
twelve cases, and in seven out of twelve cases, respectively, the propositioiis 
held true. Other items of interest may be learned by a study of Exhibit 0. 
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EXHIBIT 0.— Consumption.— ZJotMs /»-om Cimtumption, returned a* having 
occurred in Michigan during the Vear 1874, and some He/eorological Con- 
dilions exi'ting at the same time. (See Note onpages 279-330.) 
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Pneumonia. — The naniber of deaths from pneumonia returned as haviog 
occurred in Mictiigun lias beeti constttiitly increasiiitr since 1869, the ortlerof 
the years, the one with the greatest namber of deitths Qrst, being: 1871, 800; 
1873, 706; 187:J, 641; 1871, 4)1; 1870. 376. The proportion of all deaths 
returned as caused by this disease »l8o hus increased with caoii year aiuce 16(J9. 
whereas the proportion of deaths from consumption baa generally decreased 
annually since 186'.t. In 1874, 6.40 per cent, of the deaths from all canset 
were caused by paeumonia. which is secoud only to consumption in propoi- 
tiou^ mortality. 
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The largest number of deaths from pneumonia in 1874 occurred in April, the 
GmalleBl. ill July. More than one-third of all deceiletits from tins diseuee in 
1874 vere under five years of iige, the per cent, being 34.50. lu each year 
more males thun femiiles have died from ihiadiseuse in this IStute. 

Exhibit 17, puge 303, ia a new one, ehowiiig, by months, the numbe'r ot 
deaths from pneumonia fuv each of the years 1871-1874. and the motiChly 
ttveragc for those four years. The data cuiitained m this exhibit are graphically 
represented in Diagram 9, page 803. In this diagram may i-eadily he seen what 
haa been remarked above, — that, 1874 was an exceptional year for pneumonia, 
as compared with otlier years. The line representing the deaths fi-oni pneumo- 
nia ill 1874 is very high in March, April, and May; and it is generally higher 
than the line representing the average for the four years. This is a very 
favorable opportunity for studying the influence of meteorological conditions, 
particularly as some conditions which usually vary together are found not toi 
do so in this instance. By the table on page 284 and by Diagram No. 6 oa 
page 3C5, it may be seen that the temperature was very unusually low iu 
April, 1874, and this might have some relation to the deaths in April, 1874, 
and perhaps in the succeeding month, but the deaths from pneumonia were 
also unusually numerous in March, 1874, when the temperature was even a 
little higher than usual for that mouth. Turning to pages '163-9 it may be 
seen that similar remarks may be made rospectiiig the humidity of the atmos- 
phere in March and April, 1874 ; though the generally drier air thau usual in 
the Buccooding months may indicate a closer relation of humidity than of 
temperature to the causation of pneumonia. An unpublished diagram (used 
ior purposes of study by the compiler) shows that according to the night 
■""iheerralions the ozone was slightly excessive in January, February. March, 
lod May, and greatly in excess in April, 1874, though not excessive after 
'tay, and therefore not corresponding with the greater thau usual number of 
bftths from pneumonia after May. Making the comparisons of deaths and 
Uiiditions in 1874 with those of preceding years, it would seem, however, that 
B evidence of causation of deaths from pneumonia in 1874 is stronger rela- 
tive to humidity than to temperature, and rather stronger relative to ozoue 
fc»n to humidity; but by turning to pages 'iTi-3, it would appear that the 
_ rasually high pressure of the atmosphere during the first part of the year 
BB74 may have had even a closer relation to the deaths from pneumonia than 
^ i any of the other meteorological conditions. 
Exhibit 18, page 300, is a new oue, planued to facilitate the study of the 
rflucnce of meteorological conditions upon deaths from pneumonia. To 
(very month in Iho year for a series ot years is quite an undertaking, 
and inasmuch as the greatest number of deaths from pneumonia occur in 
every year during the months of February, March, and April, this exhibit has 
been made to study the relations of meteorological conditions iu February and 
Miirch for the several years 18(19-74. By studying the foot-noles to the 
exhibit, it will be seen that several meteorological conditions seem to bear 
close relations to the deaths from pnenniouiu, — range of temperature, temper- 
ature, absolute humidity, night ozone, and atmospheric pressure suatainiug 
the closest relations. 

The subject is further studied, as relates to the year 1874, in Exhibit P, 
page 301.

EXHIBIT P. — Pneumonia. — Death» from Pmiimoiiia returned as having 
occiirredin Mivhigan during the Year 1S74, and some Meteorological Con- 
ditions existing at the same time. {See Nute on pages 279-280. } 
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Diagram No. 10 represents, by months, the deaths from pnenmonia in each 
of the years 1871-1874, and the average for four years ending with 1874, the 
number of deaths having been corrected for probable omissions in the enamer- 
ation, the per cent, of correction used being that used for deaths from all causes, 
as shown in the second line of Exhibit of deaths, in Reports for 1873 and 
1874, and in Exhibit G, of deaths, in Reports for 1871 ana 1872, respectively. 
The general showing of this diagram is very similar to that of diagram No. 
9, although the lines representing the deaths in the fore part of each year are 
relatively higher. It has beea planned and is published in order to show tbe 
effect of such a correction as is worked out for all deaths when it is applied to 
the deaths from a single disease. It may be seen that in Diagram No. 10 the 
scale is oue-half that in Diagram No. 9, but the changes by the correction are 
not so great as might be expected, and the inference is plain that, for the 
present, the study of the relations of the deaths as returned to the meteorolog- 
ical conditions is well worthy of continuance.

CORRELATION OP CONSUMPTION AND PNEUMONIA. 

In studying these diseases, the compiler makes the propositions for pneumo- 
nia the opposite of those made for consumption ; and we find that to the pro- 
position that the temperature was gi*eater than the average in months in which 
Ws than the average number of deaths from pneumonia occurred, and vice 
versa, there are four exceptions in 1874, — the same as to the opposite proposi- 
tion for consumption.; and to the proposition that more than an average amount 
of vapor was inhaled in months in which there was less than the average 
number of deaths from pneumonia, and vice versa, there were five exceptions 
in 1874, — also the same as to the opposite proposition for consumption. The 
evidence in the statistics for 1874 coincide with that for previous years, — that 
consumption and pneumonia are, respectively, most prevalent under opposite 
circumstances.

Exhibit Q contains mauy items of interest to one who will give it careful ^| 
Btndy. Tlie State is new, and its inhabitants do not include as large a proper- ^H 
tion of old people as do those of older States. The average ago at death is ^H 
therefore not as much as might otherwise be espected. It may be seen that ^| 
for the year 1873 the average age seema to have been greater than ia otlMei^ ^H 
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years. Perhaps this was dae to the excessively cold weather in the winter of 
1872-3, which was fatal to a larger proportion of old than of middle aged or 
young people. 

Table XXIX. contains data bearing npon the subject of the influence of 
occupation upon the deacb-rate. According to this table, business men live 
the longest, the average age of those who died in Michigan in 1874, aged over 
20 years, being 66.42 years. Next to this class in longevity of life came the 
cultivators of the earth, whose average age was 57.32 years. The shortest- 
lived were those classified as Active Mechanics Abroad-y— Class IL — whose 
average age was only 41.92 years. The particular occupations of people 
included in this class may be seen by examining the table.

(4719.) Section 1. Every male who shall have attained the full age of 
eighteen years^ and every female who shall have attained the fall age of sixteen 
years, shall be capable in law of contracting marriage, if otherwise competent

contract to which the consent of parties capable in law of contracting is es- 
sential.

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SUGGESTIONS TO PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO SOLEMNIZE 

MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN. 



A thorough knowlodgo of the law concerning the solemnization and return 
of marriages in Michigan is necessary to a correct performance of the duties of 
persons authorized to solemnize marriages. 

The most frequent violation of the law is in the marriage of persons under 
the lawful age, which is: for males eighteen (18) years, and for females 
sixteen (16) years. See Section (4719), Compiled Laws of 1871, printed on a 
previous page. The penalty for the violation of this provision is a forfeit of 
not exceeding five hundred (500) dollars. See Sec. (4728), Compiled Laws of 
1871, printed on a previous page. 

In the record and return of marriages, every item specified in the law 
should be carefully ascertained, and correctly and plainly written. No item 
should be omitted, and nothing taken for granted, as is often the case with the 
fact as to COLOB of persons married. 

In recording the birthplace of each, the State or country should be dis- 
tinctly given in each case. This will avoid the difficulty of ascertaining the 
nativity of persons whose birthplace is returned "Holland," "Hanover," 
'^Denmark,*' "Wales,** "Paris," etc., — names of places which may be either 
in the United States or Europe. If such or similar names occur, please state 
whether it is Holland, Michigan, or Holland, Europe, and so for each case. 
Never return the birthplace "America," as we cannot know whether it is 
in the United States, and are therefore compelled to compile it with the 
"Unknown." For statistical purposes it is desirable i\i2it every item be fur- 
nished which is called for by the blank upon which you make your returns to 
your county clerk, giving close attention to the foot-notes upon the blank. 

In making your returns to the county clerk, you should give your official 
station, as well as your name. 

Blanks for the return of marriages to the county clerk can bo obtained of 
the county clerk, who can obtain them from the Secretary of State, at Lansing.
